President Wilson Condemns Reflections on Jews. 


A request that instructions to Medical Advisory Boards be changed so as to. 
be freed from a reference to “the foteign born, and especially Jews,” is contained 
in directions issued by President Wilson.. The War Department published the 
following statement on March 5th relative to, President W ilson’s advice in the 
matter :— 

Through inadvertence there appeared in Form 64 from the office of the 
Provost. Marshal General, containing a manual of instructions for Medical 

Advisory Boards, the following : 

* The foreign born, and especially Jews, are more apt to malinger than the 
native born.” 

The attention of the President and the Acting Secretary of War has been 
called to this language, and the President has written the following letter, under 
date of March 4th, to the Acting Secretary of War: 

Iam very much distressed that the sentence quoted in the enclo: ed tele- 


gram ‘should have been contained in the draft instructions to the Medical 


Advisory Boards. They, of course, represent a view absolutely contrary to that_ 
of the Administration and express a prejudice which ought never to have been 
expressed or contained. In all of this 1 am sure you will agree with me, and I 
hope that vou will be kind. enough to make an immediate excision of these 


sentences and instruct the Medical Advisory Boards. accordingly, letting it be 


known, if vou will be kind enough, to the senders of the enclosed telegram that 
you have done so, I am making this request .with all. the greater confidence 
because I-am sure you will sympathise with my point of view in the matter.”

The Spanish Academy of History.

Recently. there passed away, at the ripe age of eighty-two years, the Jesuit 
Father Fidel Fita, one of the scientific glories of contemporary Spain and Presi- 
dent of the Spanish Academy of History. Throughout his life he was a great 


friend of the Jews, ‘worked with noble and persevering zeal for their return to- 


Spain, and devoted himself with incessant ardour to the study of the history of 
the Jews in Spain. He discovered, saved from destruction, and described many 
Hispano- -Jewish monuments. It was due to his intervention that the synagogues 


_in Toledo and Cordova, which in 1494 had been converted into churches, were 


secularised again, and had their ancient purpose restored to them. He enriched. 
the Hebrew epigraphy of Spain by a large number of valuable publications and 
brought to light many. important documents buried in ecclesiastical archives, 
access to which was opened or facilitated for him in his capacity as a priest. He 


was instrumental in the creation of a Chair of Rabbinical Language and Literature.

OBITUARY. 
MISS BELLA LOWY. 


Bella Lowy, who passed peacefully away on Sabbath last, was the eldest child of 
the late Rev. Dr. Albert Lowy, minister for half-a-century of the West London 
One of the Treasurers of the synagogue is her brother, Mr. Ernest 
Lowy. She inherited from her much-loved and learned father not a little of his 
distinguishing qualities, She was like himin sturdiness of character and in a love 
for literary pursuits. It wasunder her direction that the English translation of the 
abridged edition of Professor Graetz’s ‘History of the Jews” was carried out, 
and a part of the translation was from her own pen. Even in its condensed 
form, which was prepared by the historian himself, the work extends to five 
large volumes, and its effect in spreading among’ English-speaking Jews a_ 
knowledge. of their people's annals, with all its inspiring influence upon 
the Jewish life, cannot be over-estimated. An accomplished linguist, she 

translated from ‘the French. Leo Errara's book, “‘Les Juifs lusses.” 
She suffered from: illness. for many years; if her health had been better she 
would have placed English Jews under a still greater debt to her, for she was 
always planning literary tasks of Jewish interest, which unhappily she had not 
She shared her father’s philanthropic and

The continued malevolence which has saturated this _ 
clumsy and unnecessary dispute has changed what might have been a sober and 
tolerant discussion of strenuously-held principles into a thoroughly riotous dis- 
putation, having no beginning and no end, bearing neither philosophy nor sanity. 


neither humour nor manners. It has ceased to be a conflict of principle, it has 


become a squabble, and a petty one at that. The Montagus and Capulets made 
history picturesque by their doings ; but our Montagus and Rothschilds are tear- 
ing the Jewish Community into factions, ruining all hopes of unity, lowering the 
Jewish moral, and obscuring common burdens and obligations. Rothschilds, 
Samuels, and Montefiores seem to figure prominently on both sides, and yet one 
side, any side, has the meanest opinion of the other, atcuses it of the worst inten- 
tions, and produces endless innuendo by pamphlet and speech. The great Jewish 
families are at loggerheads and do not seem to be ashamed’ to parade in public 
their tea-table imbroglios with a vehemence worthy only of cheap and insincere 
Surely something has been forgotten? I mentioned it in the letter referred 
to above. You will pardon my mentioning it again. Is it forgotten that for more 
than three years now Jewish blood has been poured out on to the battlefields of 
France and elsewhere, that while Jewish publicists fight and argu: about some- 
thing that is wrapped up in the vicissitudes of the world struggle, Jews are 
laying down their lives for no other call than the call of citizenship, the call of 
obligation to the country which is sheltering their parents and all'who are dear to 
them? What is this petty.and purposeless squabble compared with the spectacle 
of those sacrifices which are darkening the doors of thousands of Jewish homes, 


- depriving mothers and fathers of their sons, wives of their husbands, children of 


their fathers? The vanities of debate, the susceptibilities of self-important men, 
the possible meaning of impossible phrases, the. puerilities of illusionists, these 
things absorb the attention of leading men in the Community, while the young 
men goto battle and consign their bodies to the bath of blood. When will our 
leaders remove the scales from their eyes and see more clearly the tragedy that is. 

It will bea sorry reflection after’the war, when the historian comes to, write 
of the part played by the Jewish Community, to think that at its most critical 


stage, when the young manhood of Jewry stood shoulder to shoulder in the. 
_.trenches and on the battlefield with the sons of so many diverse sects, 
the men who professed to represent them in Parliament, at the Board of 


Deputies, and the other institutions, could not make mutual sacrifices, could 
not agree on the basis of give and take, for the sake of the identity of 


interest and the good name of Jews the world. over. It is so easy 


for the Jewish soldier to giva up his life. It is so hard, the way teems with s9 
many difficulties, the road is encumbered with: so many obstacles, for representa- 
tive Jews to create a formula, and stand by it, in an atmosphere of forbearance 

For without this, atmosphere you will achieve nothing. ‘The Chancelleries 


of Europe—the British Foreign Office in particular—will pay no heed to a people 


which engages in fratricidal strife and cannot make upits mind.
